Constitution topic, expressing fear of 
centralization and dictatorship, dur- 
ing the two day convention at the 
scene of Abraham Lincoln's political 
triumphs.

Paraguay and Bolivia 


Sign Peace Pact Today 


Buenos Aires, June 12 
(ff>)—- 


Paraguay and Bolivia today signed 
the peace protocol putting an end 
to their long and bitter war In the 
Chaco Boreal. 


A neutral military commission 


was to be organized at once to pro- 
ceed by airplane Into the Chaco in 
order to prepare a 12-day truce 
to take effect Friday. 


The military commission In- 


cludes the United States military 
attache, Capt. Frederick Sharp. 


Final acceptance of the peace 


plan advanced by neutral media- 
tors to terminate tfie bitter Chaco 
war between Paraguay and Bolivia 
was announced early today. 


Word that representatives of 


the belligerents had agreed to the 
truce came several hours after a 
last-n^nute hitch threatened to 
thwart the pacification efforts of 
five neutral American powers, In- 
cluding the United States. 


Just before the accord was to 


have been signed last night, Luis 
Riart, Paraguayan foreign minis- 
ter, said proposals for "a 'simple 
armistice" without guarantees con- 
tained in the peace formula com- 
pelled him to consultjurther with 
his government. 


Paraguay previously had de- 


clared her willingness to accept the 
peace plan.

Highway Unfounded

Raphael Cohen of the Kingston Fair 
Grounds Association 
today

asked whether negotiations had been 
started by the state of Mew York Co 
build a highway through that piece 
of property, connecting North Front 
street with Hurley avenue. 


"Business men and real estate deal- 


ers started unofficial inquiries yes- 
terday^ concerning the Fair Grounds 
after they had heard about the road- 
building program. How the 
story 


originated is not known, but that it 
Is just a rumor, wholly unfounded, 
is verified by the statement of Mr. 
Cohen. 


Talking to a reporter, Mr. Cohen 


said that there had been no negotia- 
tions started by the state to buy any 
property from the Frair Grounds As- 
sociation. 


When asked whether any property 


had been sold by the association, Mr. 
Cohen said that several parcels'of 
land had been purchased by a local 
realtor for the purpose of speculat- 
ing. Further than that he had noth- 
ing to say. 


The Fair Grounds has been used 


for some years as a baseball field, 
although it never has been a pay- 
ing proposition. Several years ago 
the big grandstand burned to the 
ground, making the field less desir- 
able for semi-pro ball which has 
been on the wane ever since the old 
Colonials had to quit because of 
poor support on the part of tie pub- 
lic. 


One presumption about the origin 


of the story concerning the building 
of a road through the Fair Grounds 
is that some person heard a prom 
inent uptown merchant was interest- 
ed in procuring* some of the land for 
a parking ground, and surmised he 
had some inside Information concern- 
ing the construction ot a new por- 
tion of roadway connecting North 
Front street with the state highway 
to EJlenville. 
Several of Uie persons who talked 


about the matter said they believed 
the merchant was Interested from the 
standpoint of being ready to build a 
grocery and provision store on the 
property adjoining the road.

zales at Welsh, W. Va , It is believed 
a four-year-old stlck-up job at Ker- 
honkson has been solved. For the 
last four-> ears the authorities have 
been trailing Gonzales. alias "Red" 
Rubio, and he was arrested several 
days ago In West Virginia and the 
local authorities 
notified. 
He 
is 


wanted here In connection with a 
stick-up at a state highway camp near 
Kerhonkson back In 1931 when sev- 
eral employes on the Minnewaska 
Trail route were held up by a man 
and relieved of a large sum of money. 


There had been a pay day and the 


usual gambling games had been go- 
Ing on In the boarding camp of the 
men. 
Late at night the place was 


held up and the men relieved of cash 
said to amount to about $5,000. Four 
of the victims were interviewed re- 
cently after Gonzales was located in 
an endeavor to ascertain whether 
they had a good enough look at the 
hold-up leader to Identify him What 
the men were able to do has not been 
made public but this morning Deputy 
Sheriff Clayton Vredenburgh left the 
court house sH 3:30 o'clock and went 
to Highland where he was joined by 
Sergeant John Lockhart of the State 
Troopers and they left at 4 o'clock 
for West Virginia to bring back their 
man. 


Had Been a Party 


At the time of the stlck-up there 


had been a party at the shack and at 
anjearly botir^ln the morning the 
stlck-up men entered the place with 
revolvers and demanded that the 
men there donate. Among the vic- 
tims were a number of Spanish em 
ployes on the job. Some of the men 
parted with their life savings which 
they had on the premises. Since {he 
hold-up the troopers and other of- 
ficials under the direction of District 
Attorney Cleon B. Murray hare been 
on the trail of the hold-up men.

Bitter-End Battle Now Confronts 


The Bill To Abolish "Unneces- 
sary" Holding Companies. 


Washington, June 12 (IP) — The 


Senate tangle o\er NRA legislation 
was partially cleared today when ad- 
ministration forces won a test vote 
looking to the elimination of the 
"rider" requiring Senate confirma- 
tion of all federal officials drawing 
$4,000 a year or more 


The vote placed the administration 


In position to seek reconsideration of 
the vote by which the "rider" -was 
added to the resolution extending 
NRA in abridged forir but a possi- 
ble filibuster by Senator Long (D , 
La ) still threatened 


The Senate's action indicated that 


the strategy of the Roosevelt forces 
in quickly recessing late yesterday 
after the amendment had been add- 
ed, would be successful They wanted 
to defeat the rider to clear the way 
for quick action on the NRA reso- 
lution before the recovery law ex- 
pires Sunday night. 


The rider was offered by Senator 
lore (D., Okla ). 


it was opposed by administration 


officials, not only because of its na- 
'.ure. but because it would compll- 
:ate action on the NRA resolution 
which they -were trjlng to rush 
through 


Tho Utilities Fight 


Another bitter-end fight now con- 


fronts the bill to abolish "unneces- 
sary" 
utility 
holding companies. 


The measure, which passed the Sen- 
ate, 56 to 32. late yesterday 
after 


President Roosevelt had intervened 
to prevent a sweeping alteration, 
dropped today Into the hands of a 
sharply divided 
House commerce 


committee. 


The committee has been strug- 


gling- with a companion measure for 
four months 
When the legislation 


will reach the House floor for de- 
bate appeared highly uncertain.

Such words as "fraud," "cblchan-

Mexican Bean 


Beetle Control 


Most of the Mexican bean beetles 


have now escaped from winter quar- 
ters and have begun to feed on Ihe 
young bean plants' and lay^eggs'. 
The beetle is about one-thirdvfnch in 
length, pale yellowish, to brownish in 
color and each wing coveris marked 
with eight small black spots. 
The 


young larvae,- which hatch from the- 
eggs, are yellowish In color and are 
covered with stout spines. 


The Farm Bureau has the follow- 


ing suggestions to make for the con- 
trol of this pest which was found in 
practically every bean patch during 
the past two years. The beans m»y 
be either sprayed or dueled. Several 
spray or dust formules may be used. 


If spraying is preferred, one ounce 


of Magnesium arsenate In two gal- 
lons of water or one ounce of cal- 
cium arsenate and three ounces of 
hydrated lime in 
two 
gallons of 


water, may be used. The first appli- 
cation should be made when the eggs 
begin to hatch, or sooner and usually 
two are sufficient a week or ten days 
apart. These materials or any other 
poison should not be used after the 
pods begin to form. 


If dusting is preferred, one part 


of Magnesium arsenate mixed with 
four parts of hydrated lime or one 
part of Calcium arsenate and six 
parts of hydrated lime, may be used. 
A new material, known as "Roten- 
one" which is not a 
poison, is 


recommended as a dust, particularly 
for use after the beans have formed. 
The Rotenone is purchased in a ma- 
terial - known 
commercially 
as 


"Derris." One part of Derris, teat- 
ing 5% actual rotenone, and nine 
parU of high grade talc mixed to- 
gether makes an excellent and affec- 
tive dusting material. Rotenone-is 
also less likely to born the leaves 
than some of the other materials.

SKILLED MECHANICS 


Many will be surprised to learn 


that one thing retarding industrial 
recovery is a shortage of skilled me- 
chanics. 
Metal manufacturers em- 


ploying 115,000 wage earners report 
that they already lack about 1,200 
skilled craftsmen, and would face a 
shortage of 123,000 if they were 
back to normal operation. 
More- 


over, they can hardly get back,to nor- 
mal without such skilled men. 


Age and death alone rob industry 


of its most valuable workers at the 
rate of five per cent a year. Thus 
there is a loss of more than 25 per 
cent from this cause during tbe de- 
pression. Another cause is the train- 
ing of operators for special machines 
instead of training all-round mechan- 
ics adaptable to any machine. An- 
other is deterioration of skill from 
prolonged unemployment, so that the 
mechanics have to be retained be- 
fore ihey are usefaS. 
There have 


been unwise restrictions, loo, In ap- 
prenticeship rules and code provi- 
sions. 


Manufacturers say the shortage 


has been made still worse by the gov 
ernment drawing 90 many 
skilled workmen from private indus- 
try for public work. To rcmcdj this 
situation, they urfe the discontin 
nance of "unfair competition" by ih< 
government, and want it to jay Je* 
than standard wage scales on publl< 
relief - \ so that their skilled men 
wlil coiu^ back to thejn. They al*o 
ask the jroveraaent to use some o! 
It* relief foods to flaaace the trala- 
!&£ or retraining of unemployed 
latwr.

GALL-STONES 


If everybody who has gall-stones 


was to undergo operation for their 
removal our surgeons would be kept 
busy for a long time doing nothing 
else. 


Physicians are often asked if any- 


thing can be taken to dissolve the 
gall-stones, and their answer Is that 
nothing will dissolve the ordinary or 
common \ariety of gall-stone. Stones 
formed ot coloring or pigment matter 
only, may be dissolved, but they oc- 
cur only rarely, following certain 
blood diseases such as malaria. 


When there are no symptoms from 


tbe stones and most gall bladders 
containing stones cause no symptoms, 
there is of course no treatment nes- 
essary. 


Where, however, there are repeat- 


ed attacks of gall-stone colic, or in- 
lammatlon of the gall bladder with 
jaundice, 
then 
the gall 
bladder 


should be removed. 


What about medical treatment? 
Generally speaking, medical treat- 


ment of gall-stones that are causing 
attacks of colic, is not very success- 
ful. 
The patient is kept as quiet 


as possible, and lives on a restricted 
diet— a sheltered kind of life. . 


Many of these patients are very 


stout and there may be other con- 
ditions present that may make op- 
eration dangerous. 


Dr. James Walton. London. In Pro- 


ceedings of the Royal Society of 
Medicine, says: 


"On mechanical grounds, the only 


curative treatment for gall-stones' is 
operation, but where conditions are 
bad for operation the danger. of op- 
eration must be carefully balanced 
against the discomfort and the pos- 
sible complications which may arise 
from the presence of the stones in 
the gall bladder. Medical treatment 
may .elve a certain amount of re- 
lief but it must not be continued too 
long for the inset of complications — 
lone-continued colic, acute Inflamma- 
tion of the gall bladder, impactlon 
or lodclnc of the gall'" stone in the 
little tube carryine; Wle from gall 
bladder and Iher — endanger tie pa- 
dent's life and greatly add to the 
risk of operation." 


The points to remember then are 


(a) that £a!l-«tones are common and 
cause no symptoms in most cases: 
(b) that when symptoms repeatedly 
occur operation is the only treat- 
ment: <c) that medical treatment 
when ston<* arc causing symptoms 
is not advisable unless surgery is 
considered loo dauferou*; <d) "that 
will di*M>lv« ah 
found in l&e gall-bladder.
